SMALL trash ba6ket6 can be made by putting two 
of the small peach baskets together, one upside 
down and the other above it, making an hour-glass 
shape. Cover with chintz or crash, with outline 
design work on each side, and draw the center with 
a ribbon. 



FOR the floor the best possible finish is a priming 
of raw linseed oil and Japan driers, rubbed off 
after an hour or so, and left to dry. Then shellac and 
polish with a wax finish, which is wax dissolved in 
boiling terpentine spirits, and can be bought ready 
for use. The hall floor will be required to with- 
stand considerable wear, and nothing can excel 
wax for this purpose. When necessary any strong 
pair of arms is capable of renewing the polish.
